_ every whit as bad as Claudims, and almoſt as ill as Nero) was 
then (as "tis thought) the Rowar Emperor. The King's Au- 
thority 1s fo abſolute, as it makes him unaccountable to his 


People 
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People ; never ſo Abſolute as togive him a Right, any more 
than to one of his meaneſt SubjeRs, to do = In- 
Juſtice to any Man, Abſolute Authority, thus underſtood, 
did appertain to the Kings.of Iſrael, although they were 
. bound to obſerve the Law, not out of fear of being puniſh'd 
fortheir negleft, by the People, bit by God himſelf. And 
thus the Kings of Englazd, in Conſcience towards God, are 
oblig'd to keep thoſe good and wholſom Laws which are 
made for the benefit both of King and People, yet(do not de- 
ceive- your felf) the Engliſh Presbytery has no more Power 
over the Kings of England, than the Levitical Prieſthood had 
over the Kings of 1/-ael. 

The Imperial Crown and Juriſdiftion of this Realm is (lays 
Archbiſhop Cranmer in his Letter to Queen Mary) taker im: 
mediately from od, to be uſed under bim only, aud is SubjeF un- 
to none but God alone; Apud Fox. tom. 3.p. 672. The People 
of Ezglavd have no Power to judge their Kings, whether 
they be good or bad. If they have any ſuch Authority,pray 
be fo kind to your Friends, as to make ont their Title 3 and 
ſhew, in what Capackty they may lawfully Exerciſe this 
Right, Is it, when ſome of the chiefeſt Dem agognecs arc al. 
ſembled together, and call themſelves an - High Gut of Come- 
2yi/ſion 2 If fo, then Bradſhaw and: his Aſſociates did nothing 
.- but what was juſt, and King Cherler the I. was in the wrong, 
when he refus'd to acknowledge their Juriſdiction. But this, 
I ſuppoſe, our Author himſelf whatever he thinks, is ſcarce 
ſo hardy, as to manntain. Is this Power lodg'd in a Conven- 
tion? That cannot be. Far they who bave no Power to 
judge concerning the leaſt Matters, cannot certainly Judge 
and Condemn the King himſelf. But if it belongs neither to 
an High-Commiſſion-Court, nor to a Convention to bind 
their Kings in Chains, This perhaps may be a priviledge

- And truly, when *tis lawfiu! for every Mar to do that which is 
lawful in his own Eyes (the ſpecial Prerogative of the Sove- 
reign Mob) then, and not before, it will be lawful for the

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Maltitude, to judge which are good Kings and which arebad 
ones, and to execute their Judgment upon them, as they: . 
ſhall think fir. Thus, if we confider the People in all their 
Capacities, we cannot find this Authority in any-of them; 
and therefore we muſt conclude, that there is, indeed, 0 
ſuch Power upon Earth ; unleſs you can: perſiwade ns after all, 
that every ſuch buſy Fellow as your ſelf may fit in the Seat 
of Judicature, and (having pronounc'd the King: Guilty) 
looſe the People from their- Aliegiance. 

(N. 8,9, to, 11.) The Queſtion (occafioned by your 112:

as intirely nnder Civil Government, as in a State of Nature 2 
You hold the Affirmative J, the Negative. Now in order 
to: come to a reſojution in this Point. 1. It wonld- be ne 
ceſfary to inquire whether indeed there ever-was- ſiich a State 
of Nature, as you mean, in the World: T confeſs I much 

oubt it. For when, I pray, and where? In what Time, and 
Country, -was this Libertine State to be found ? For my'part 
T-never read of any ſuch ; neither is it reaſonable to' believe 
that God ever placed Men in ſuch a confuſed State. For he 
who made all things in Number, Weight and Meaſare; ne- 
ver left Men (the beſt and moſt beautiful part of the: Creatis . 
on) without Laws and Government, and. a- nutual*depen- 
dance upon one another. Adam's Sons-(as: ſoon as they were - 
born) were under the Government of' their Fathery":as his- 
Dominion likewiſe was-over all-the other -parts of the Crea- 
tion. And had he continned inthe State of hwHocence, this 
orderly dependance of Inferiors upon their: Superiors,, would 
have been ſo free and unconſtrain'd; that there would have 
been no Violence offer'd to any Man ; and' ſo the Principle 
of Self-preſervation wonld have had nothing'ts? have done 
in this Golden Age. This therefore cannot be--the 'State of 
Nature which you mean. And as for that fictitious and ima- 
ginary Hypotheſis, which Hobs lays down-as the Ground and 
Foundation of his Antichriſtian Politicks, *tiz-a - meet Phan-. 
taſm-; 
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taſm (to uſe one of his own Words) of his own, (quite be- 
fades the. intention of God and Nature. Yet this Leviathan-. 
State, this Hobbian-Republick muſt be.the State you ;mean, 
when you ſay——Every Man has the Right of elf profrnation 
as intire, under Civil Government, as in 4 State of Nature.

for the Roman Perſecutions, The Primitive Chriſtians, *tis cer- 
tain; had deeply imbibed the Dotrine of Paffive Obedience, 
They were fully perfwaded, that they could reſiſt without” 
Sin; and therefore pay*d a willing Sybmifion'to the 'Empe- 
ror's Coerceive Power, when they flatly deny*d:to do what 
he Commanded. And thus the Paſſive Dodrine brought 
many to the glorions Crown of Martyrdom 3 but I never 
read; that it ever cut any one's Throat,or took upon it felf, 
War arid Violence,to diſpoſe the Crowns ofthis World.

As for the Maſfacres 'of 'Pariy, Pjertmont and Freland, 5f- 


thoſe Proteftants were Butchered for their Religion, when by 
their unanimous Refiftance they might have fav'd themſelves, 


they dye Martyrs in a good" Cauſe. Bnr if the Dragoons. 


and Tories fell upon 'them on a ſadden'when 'they did” not 
expe a Perſecution,and were unable tomake any Refiftance, 
The Dorine of Paffive-Obedience cannot be. *Arraign'd, as 
guilty of their Dearhs.

But now you come up nearer to me, *and ſuppoſe at leaſt, 
the contrary (1, e. that more Throats have'bten tut by the Do@rire 
of Reſiſtance, than that of Paſſive Obedience) but the Sin (you 
ſay ) lres at their doors, who by their cruel Perſecutions, and vio- 
lation of the Rights of the People, force them to right themſelves.

And beſides, would make it an impoſſible 
thing, that there ſhould be any ſuch thing, as Perſecution, for 
R3ghteos/freſe-jake. For when Subjects are too ſtrong for their 
Prince,they may, nay {according to this Principle) they ought 
to-refiſt, rather than ſuffer. And when they are too weak, 
chey fuffer only becauſe they cannot help it 3 which is no Ver» 
tueat all. ' For there can be no Perſecutianfor Raghteouſneſs- 
fake, -which'is not undertaken, and endured with Freedom, 
Chearfulneſs, and Voluntary Submiffian to every Ordinance of 
Man for the Lords fake. : 

The reſt of this S:&ion, you ſpend in _raveing, and talking 
wildly. without reaſon, order and coherence.

ſay) does not require us nat to defend our: Religion(or cauil. Rights) 
Eftabliſh'd by the Laws of the Conntry.. Here you-touch:this point 
{ tenderly, .as if you was conſcious, that it will not abide a 

£ thorough 
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thorough Examination—The Scripture does not require us not to 
defend — Our Religion or Civil Rights. The firſt of theſe Ex- 
preſſions mollifies your Do@rine of Reſitancewery much. For if 
the Scripture does not require us not to defend, then the Scripture 
does not poſitively require us to defend, &c. And ſo we ſeem to 
be agreed thus far, that the Dodrine of Reſiſtance is not 
taught in theScripture. The ſecond way of expreſſing your 
ſelf alters the State of the Queſtion, and makes it altogether 
ambiguous. Our Religion or Civil Rights —as it our Religion 
and Civil Rights were the fame thing 3 and a Man could not 
enjoy the one without the other. I wiſh you wonld inform 
us, how this wonderful Tranſmutation is to be made. If you 
have an Art to turn Property into Religion, and make gair 
fo be Godlineſ5, you ought to be more ſought after, thanany 
Chymiſt of them all, who is vere adeptus, and has 'attain'd 
the Secret of turning Metals into Gold. But [perhaps you 
may think me too light. To be more ſerious therefore; I 
Anſwer, that the Scripture medles not with Mens Civil Rights: 
and as for Religion, it has preſcrib'd a way to ſecure it, with- 
ont ſuch defence, as (in all probability) will ruin both our Re.

And if you 
once begin to obtrude the Diftates of his Holineſs for Laws 
upon the Nation, upon my word, your Cauſe will ſuffer by 
itz and you muſt have a care, that you be not anſwered with 
a Premnire from Weſtminfler-hall. By the Clauſe in King 
Herr)*s Charter, you mean, perhaps, that in King Johr's quoted 
in the Paſtoral Letter, out of the Original Articlesz as we 
are told.

God puniſhed the King of Jerſalemr, for breaking the Co- 
wenant he had "made with the King of Babylon, Exch. xvii, 
from verſe the-12. tothe 21. but was the King of Babylon 
therefore abſolv*d from his part of the Covenant, ſo far as it 
avas not expreſly conditional, or neceſflarily fo, in its nature?
